Prof. Robatt Carey of Co¬ 
lumbia Univarilty, who daacribas hbn- 
aoif as a liberal soonomlst of tha 
asms itrlpa m Walter Hailar and Ca 
who aurround Prasidant Kennedy, 
and I asked him a question that had 
botharsd soma of the rest of you put 
thara who ara, like me, Innocents In 
tba Dlamal fldencaL 

Since tha American economy 
seems p ag ped to what Tha Nation 
magaaine «wga tha Warfare Slats, 
ainca automation It rapidly and re- 
mnriHuily putting more people out 
of work than tt ia putting people to 
work, and since tte VA atill. In apita 
of vast d a f a n c a cxpandlturaa, has 
that nagging littia seven per cent ot 
the emptayablci still unemployed, 
what would happen If peace should 
suddanly break out?
